Also, 
the computer-readable storage medium claimed in claims 16-21 has been read to include the non- 
transitory embodiments of a computer readable medium disclosed in paragraph 0026 (i and ii) 
and is distinguished from the transitory communication medium disclosed in that paragraph (iii).
